1. MAP OF GRAVESEND (circa 1870): Pelican Beach later became Manhattan Beach; Sheepshead 

Bay was connected to Coney Island Creek; the first railroad- Brooklyn, Bath and 
Coney Island Rail Road- had been built in 1865; Ryder Lane would become Nostrand 
Avenue; Sheepshead Bay is an established community with Tappen's Inn (1845) in 
business
